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BUILDING EXPANSION BID _

At the December 12 Town- 
ship Board meeting the Board 
approved the hiring of Yops & 
Wilkie to provide architectural 
services for the addition to DPW 
building. 

Three bids were received 
and it was difficult to deter- 
mine if the low bid was acc- 
epted or what the exact cost of 
the service would be. 

Sarnacki & Associates out 
of Wyandotte submitted a bid 
for $5,900 to cover the specifi- 
cations submitted by the Town- 
ship. They also advised that other 
expenses were not included 
and a separate charge would 
’ be made for those services. 

R.J. Howey, Inc. submitted 
a bid for $12,700 and the pro- 
posal appeared to cover much 
detail regarding each party's 
responsibility and outlined the 
costs that were not covered. 

Yops & Wilkie provided a 
one-page proposal and pro- 
posed the cost of their services 
would be 10-percent of the 
project’s cost. The proposal 
did provide a list of covered 
items and also provided a list 
of costs for non-covered items. 

The problem with the Yops 
& Wilkie proposal was that its 
costs were dependent on the 
cost of the project and nobody. 
seems to know the cost of the 
project. 

However, that was not the 
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only problem. There was a 
special Board meeting on 
October 30 to discuss the posi- 
tion of the Director of Plann- 
ing and Zoning and the 2002 
budget. 

In typical fashion the Super- 
visor added to the agenda the 
“addition to DPW Building.” 
This came as a surprise to sev- 
eral Board members and a sec- 
ond surprise was sprung when 
the Supervisor dropped a bid 
on the Board table. 

According to Trustee O’ Kell- 
ey, he objected to the item being 
placed on the agenda and 


objected to the bid proposal 


submitted to the Board. 

The bid, which was not a 
directive from the Board was 
presented to the Board by the 
Supervisor in the amount of 
$79,000. The bid outlined the 
covered and non-covered costs. 

Because of O’Kelley’s ob- 
jection the matter was re- 
moved from the table but 
Melvin Sheets the D.P.W.

be done for around $80,000. 

The reason the amounts 
were important was because of 
how it would affect the Yops 
& Wilkie bid. Yet the increase 
in the costs was not discussed 
again. Rather the remaining 
discussion centered on the 
need for the addition and 
whether Yops & Wilkie’s bid 
was the best bid. 

Trustee Krause asked the 
Director if he was comfortable 
with Yops. He confirmed that 
he was. 

Trustee Adkins asked the 
Director why he needed the 
additional space. He respond- 
ed that he would like to have 
his secretary come over to the 
building. He also indicated he 
needed space for a computer to 
keep up with his work and all 
the changes the State required. 

Adkins responded, “I think 
that’s a lot of money for one 
person coming over.” 

She added that she would 
have preferred the money stay 
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in the Capitol Improvement Fund 
for the new facilities. 

Supervisor Mitchell advised 
that it could be two or three 
years before the new facilities 
would be available. He also 
said that the relocation of the 
DPW was not a consideration 
under the new plan. 


He went on to say the move- 
ment of a secretary to the 
DPW Building would open 
more space at the Township 
Hall. He added that the 
Township was growing and 
they would new more equip- 
ment and more personnel. 


Treasurer Barron echoed 
the Supervisor’s comments. 


The motion to hire Yops & 
Wilkie passed. by a narrow 
four to three vote. Voting for 
the motion were Clerk Bow- 
ers, Treasurer Barron and Trust- 
ees Carey and Krause. Voting 
in opposition were Supervisor 
Mitchell and Trustees Adkins 
and O’ Kelley.
